Response to Amendment 



• The previous 112 2 nd rejections of claim 33-35 have been overcome by 
amendment of claims 33 and 35. The amendment is supported by original claim 
34. 

• All previous 103 rejections of claims 36-39 and restriction have been rendered 
moot by cancellation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 29-33 and 35 allowable over the closest prior art: Lehn et al. (WO 
2004003044) listed on IDS, as indicated in the previous action. 
As to claim 29, Lehn discloses: 



teaches away from the claimed structure, because the disclosed polymer does not 
comprising the claimed formula of claim 29 requiring at least four consecutive repeating 
units.
